FITILLIAM and MARY by the Grace of God, &c. To all whom theſe Pre: 
WW ſents ſhall come, Greeting. Whereas certain Articles bearing Date 'the Third 
Day of Ottober laſt paſt, Made and Agreed.on between Our Juſtices of Our 
Kingdom of Ireland and Our General of. Qur Forces there, on the one part, and ſeveral 
Officers there Commanding within the City of Limerick, in Qur ſaid Kingdom, on the other 
part; whereby Our faid Juſtices and General did undertake that VVe ſhould Ratific thoſs 
' Articles within the ſpace of Ezghr Months or ſooner, and uſe their urmoſt Endeayours thar 
the ſame ſhould be Ratified and Confirmed in Parliament : 'The Tenor of which ſaid: Ar- 
ticles 1s as follows, viz. Articles agreed upon the Third Day of Oftober One Thenfand Six 
Hundred Ninetyand One : Between the Right Honourable Sir Charles Porter, Kt. and Thomes: 
Coninge:by, Eiqs LordJuſtices of Hreland, and His Excellency the Baron 4e Ginckds, Licutc- 
nent Dae and Commander in Chief of the Engls;h Army, on the one part, and the Rightr 
Honourable Patrick Earl of Lacan, Piercy Viicount Gall/moy, Colonel Nicholas Purſtil, Colonel 
Nicholas Cuſarke , Sir Toby Butler , Colonel Garret Dillon, and Colonel Fobn Browne, on the 
other part, inthe behalf of the rib Inhabicanrs in the City and County of Limerick, rhe 
Counties of Clare, Kerry, Gorke, 561g0,.and A374, in Goniideration of the Surrender'of the 
City of Limerick, and other Agreements made between the ſaid Licutenant General Genckle, 
the Governour of rhe on of Limerick, and the Generals of the 1risb Army, beating Dare 
with theſe Preſents, for the Surrender of rhe ſaid City, and Submiſſion of the ſaid Army, 
it is Agreed thar, a GT.; 
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I. THAT the Roman Catholicks of this Kingdom ſhall cnjoy ſuch Privileges in the Exerz 
ciſc of their Religion as are confiftent with the Laws of Jreland, or as they did enjoy in the 
Reign of King Charles cheII. And their Majcſtics, as ſoon as their Aﬀairs will permit them 
tro Summon a Parliament in this Kingdom, will endcavour to procure the faid Rowan Ca- 
tholicks ſuch further ſecurity in har particular, as may preſerve them from any Difarbance 
upon the Account of their faid Religion. TE 


IT. ALL the Inhabicants or-Refidents of Limerick, or any other Garriſon now in the 


offcflion ef the 1ri*b, and all Officers and Soldiers now in Arms under any Commiſſion of 
King James, or thoſe Authorized by him, to Grant the ſame in the ſeveral Counties of 
Limerich, Clare, Kerry, Corke, and Mayo, orany of them, and all rhe Commiſſioned Officers 
in their Majeſtics Quarters thar belong to the riwþ Regiments now in being that arc treared 
with, and who are nor prifoners of War, or have taken ProteQtion, and who ſhall return 
and ſubmic to their Majeſties Obcdience, and theirand every of their Heirs ſhall hold, poſs 
ſefs, and enjoy all andevery their Eftares of Freehold and Inherirance, and all their Rights, 
Titles, and Intereſts, Pbetlacs and Immnnities, which: they andevery or any of them held 
and enjoyed, or were rightfully or lawſully intitled to in the Reign of King CharlesII, or 
at anytime fince, by the Laws and Srarures thar were in Force in the faid Reign of King 
Charles 11. and ſhall be put in Poſſcflion by Order of the Government, of ſuch of chem as 
are in the King*s Hands, or the Hands of his Tenants, ' without being pur to any Sir or 
Trouble therein; and all ſuch Eſtates ſhall be Freed and Diſcharged from all Arrears of 
Crown-Rents, Quit-Rents, and other Publick Charges incurred and become due fince 
AMichaelmas One Thouſand Six Hundred Eighty Eight, to the Day of the Date hereof : And 
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all Perſons comprehended 1n this Article, ſhall have, hold, andenjoy, all cheir Goods arg 
'Chattels, Real and Perſonal, to rhem or any of them belonging and remaining either tn 
rheir own Hands or the Hands of any Perſons whatſoever, in truſt for, or for the Utc of 
them or any of them, and all and eyery the ſaid Perſons, of what Protedion, Trade, gr 
Calling foever they be, ſhall, and may uſe, exerciſe, praQtiſc their ſeveral and reſpe&i ve 
Profefjons, Trades, and Callings, as freely as they did uſe, exerciſe, and enjoy the ſame in 
the Reign of King Charles II, Provided thar nothing in this Article-contained, be con- 
ſtrucd to «xtend toor reſtgre any forfeiring Pexſon now out ofthe Kingdom, cxcepr whar 
are hereafter comprrzed. - Provided alſo, rhat'ne Perfon whafToever ſhall have, or enjoy 
che B-nchir of this Article, that ſhall neglect or refuſe ro take the Oath of Allegiance made 
by Ac of Parhament-1m Englanain the Firit Year of the Reign'of.cheir preſent Maſelties,

1H. ALL Merchants, or reputed Merchanrs of the City of Limerick, or of any other 
Garifon now poſleſled by the [rz-b, or of any Town or Place in rhe Counties of Clare or 
Kerry, who are abſent beyond the Seas, thar have not bore- Arms ſince their Majeſties De- 
claration in February One Thouſand Six Hundred Eighty Eight, ſhall have the Benefit ofthe 
Second Article in the ſame manner as if they were preſent * Provided ſuch Merchants and 
*repured Merchants do repair 1nto this Kingdora within the ſpace of Eight Months from

IV. THE following Officers, Colonel Simbn Lattre!, Captain Rowland White, Maurice 
Euſtace of Termanſtowne, Chivers of Mayfownt, commonly called Mount-Linſfter, now be- 
longing to the Regiments 1n'the aforeſaid Garifons and Quarters of the /ri*h Army, who 
are beyond the Seas, and ſent thither-upon Aﬀairs of their reſpc@ive Regiments, or the 
-Army 1n general, ſhall have the Benefic and Advantage of the, Sccond Article : Provided 
they return hither within the ſpace of Eight Months from the Date of theſe Preſents, and 
ſubmit ro their .Majcfties Government, and take the abovementioned Oath. 5, 

V. THAT all and ſingular the ſaid Perſons comprized in the Second and” Third Articles 
ſhall have a general Pardon of all Attainders, Outlawries, Treafons, Miſpriſion of Treaſon, 
Premunires, Felons, Treſpaſles, and other Crimes and Miſdemeanours whatſoever, by them 
or any of them commirted, ſince the Begining of the Reign of King Fame: II. And if any 
of them are atrained by Parliament, the Lords Juſtices and General will uſe their beft En- 
deavours to get the ſame repealed by Parliament, and che Outlawries to be reverſed gratis, 
all bur Writing Clerks Fees. | | | | 

IV. AND whereas the preſent V Vars have drawn on great Violences on both parts, and 
thar if Leave were given to the bringing all ſorts of private ACtions, the Animoſities 
would, probably, continue thar have been too long on Foot; and the publick Diſturbances 
laſt. For the quieting and ſetling rnerefore of. this Kingdom, and avoiding thoſe Incon- 
veniencies which would be the neceſlary Conſequence of the contrary; no Perſon or Per- 
ſons whatſoever, comprized inthe foregoing Articles, ſhall be Sued, Molefted, or Implead- 
ed at the Suir of any Party or Parties whatſoever, for any Treſpaſſes by them commirred, 
or for any Arms, Horſes, Money, Goods, Chattels, Merchandizes, or Proviſions whatſo- 
ever by them ſeized or raken during the time of the VVar. And no Perſon or Perſons 
whatſoever in the Second or Third Articles comprized, ſhall be Sued, Impleaded, or made 
accountable for the Rents or mean Rents of any Lands, Tenements, or Houſes by him or 
them reecived or enjoyed in this Kingdom, fince the Begining of the preſent V Var to the 
Day of the Date hereof ; nor for any V Vaſt or Treſpaſſes by him or them commirred in 
any ſuch Lands, Tenements, or Houſes. And it is alſo Agreed, that this Article ſhall be 
mutual and Reciprocal on both ſides. 
- VI. EVERY Nobleman and Gentleman comprized in the ſaid Secondor Third Article, 

ſhall have Liberty to ride with a Sword and a Calc of Piſtols, if they think fic, and keep a 
Gun in their Houſes for the Defence of the ſame, or for Fowling. RS | 

VIIE THE Inhabitants and Reſidents in the Ciry of Limerick and other Garifons , ſhall 
be permitted to remove their Goods, Chartels, and Proviſions our of the ſame, withour be- 
ing viewed or ſearched, or paying any manner of Duties, and ſhall not be compelled ro 
leave the Houſes or Lodgings they now have, for the ſpace of Six VVeeks next enſuing 


the Dare hereof. | _ : 
IX. THE Oath ro be Adminiſtred to ſuch Rowan Cathobicks as ſubmit ro their Majeſtics 


Government, ſhall be the Oath aboveſaid, and no orher. 
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 R. No Perſon or Pertons who ſhall at any time hereafrer break theſe Articles, or any cf 

them, ſhall thereby make or cauſe any other Perſon or Perſons to forfeit or iofe the Be- 
nefit of the ſame. Wi | 

XI, THE Lords-Juſtices and General do promiſe to uſe their utmoſt Endeavours that 
all the Perſons comprehended in the abovementioned Articles, ſhall be protected and de- 
fended from all Arrefts and Exccutions for Debt or Damage for the ſpace of Eight Months 
nexc enſuing the date hereof. | 

Xll. LASTLY, The Lords: Juſtices and General do undertake, that their Mijeſties will - 
ratifie theſe Articles within the fpace of Eight Months or ſooner, and uſe rheir urmolt 
Endeavours thar the ſame ſhall be Ratified and Confirmed in Parliament. _ 

XIII. AND, Whereas Colonel fobn Browne ſtood Indebted to ſeveral Proteſtants by 
Judgments of Record, which appearing to the late Government, the Lord Tyreonnell and 
Lord Lucan took away the Eft. &s the aid 7ohn Browne had, to anſwer the ſaid Dehts, and 
promiſed to clear the ſaid Fohn Browne of the ſaid Debts, which Effe&ts were tak<n for the 
publick Uſe of the 7ris+þ and their Army : For freeing the ſaid Lord Zacen of his ſaid Engage- 
ment paſt on their publick Account, for Payment of the laid Proteſtants, and for pre- + 
venting the Ruine of the {aid ZFohn Browne, and for Sarisfa&tion of his Creditors, ar the In- 
ſtance of the Lord L«can, andthe reſt of the Perſons aforeſaid; Ir is agreed, that the ſaid 
Lords-Juſtices and the ſaid Baron de Ginckle, ſhall intercede with the King and Parliament 
to have the Eſtates ſecured to Roman Catholicks, by Articles and Capirulation in this King- 
dom, charged with and <qually liable tothe Payment of ſo much of the ſaid Debts as the 
ſaid Lord Zucan, upon ſtaring Accounts with the ſaid Fohn Browne, ſhall certifie under his 
Hand, that the Efi-&s taken from rhe ſaid John Browneamounr unto 5 which Account is to be 
ftated, and the B4llance certified by rhe ſaid Lord Lzcangin One and Twenty Days after the 
date hereof. For the true Performance whereof, We have hereunto ſer our Hands, Cha. Porter, 
Tho. Coningesby, Baron de Ginckle: Preſent Scravenmore, H. Mackay, F.Talmach. And where- 
as the taid Ciry of Limerick hath been ſince, in purſuance of the faid Articles, ſurrendered 
unto Us. Now know ye, that We having conſidered of the faid Articles, are Graciouſly 
pleaſed hereby ro declare, thar Wedofor Us, our Heirs and Succeflors, as far as in Us lies, 
Ratifie and Confirm the ſame, and every Claute, Matter and Thing therein contained; 
and as to ſuch Parts thereof, for which an Ad of Parliament ſhall be found to be neceſſary, 
We ſhall Recommend the ſame to be made good by Parliament, and ſhall give Our Royal] 
Aſſent to any Bill or Bills thar ſhall be paſt by Our Two Houſes of Parliament to thar © 
purpoſe. And whereas it appears unto Us, thar it was agreed between the Partics to the 
ſaid Articles, thar afrer the Words | Limerick, Clare, Kerry, Corke, apo, or any of them} 
in the ſecond of the faid Articles, the Words following, viz. | And all ſuch as are under their 
Proteftion iu the ſaid Counties | ſhould be incerred, and be part of the ſaid Artieles, which 
Words having been caſually omitred by the Writer, the Omiſſion was not diſcovered rill 
after the ſaid Articles were Signed, bur was taken Notice of before the Second Town was 
ſurrendered ; and that our ſaid Juſtices and General, or one of them, did promiſe thar the 
ſaid Clauſe ſhould be made good, it being within the Intention of the ſaid Capitularion, 
and incerted in the foul Draught thereof. Our further Will and Pleaſure is, and VVedo 
hereby Ratific and Confirm the ſaid omitted VVords, viz. | And all ſuch as are under their 
Proteftion in the ſaid Counties | Hereby for Us, Our Heirs and Succeſlors, Ordaining and De- 
claring, that all and every Pcrſon and Perſons therein concern'd, ſhall and may have, receive, 
and enjoy the Benefir thereof, in ſuch and the ſame manner, as if the ſaid VVords had been 
incerted 1n their proper place in the ſaid Second Article : Any Omifhon, Defe&t, or Miftake 
in the faid Second Article in any wiſe notwithſtanding. Provided always, and Our V Vill 
and Pleaſure is, that theſe our Letters-Parents ſhall be Inroll'd in Our Court of Chancery 
in Our faid Kingdom of Ireland, within the ſpace of One Year next enſuing. /nH3:neſs, &c.
